Election/Restrictions

Claim 3, drawn to a method of parsing an XML document including 
associating the XML document with a call, calling a code, and creating a 
type specific object from the XML document because of the code, 
classified in class 717, subclass 143. 

IV. Claims 4 and 10, drawn to a method of generating type-specific objects 
from XML including locating type-specific class associations, classified in 
class 717, subclass 116. 

V. Claim 5, drawn to generating type-specific objects from a generic object 
including creating an XML document, classified in class 707, subclass 
513. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I through V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions, each disclosed as a separate embodiment, 
yield different results for different purposes.
